SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Gilford : 

We  present  herewith  the  annual  reports  of  the  Select- 
men and  the  Treasurer,  the  Town  Clerk,  Collector  of  Taxes, 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds ;  also  the  reports  of  various  other 
Town  Officers  and  Committees,  and  the  annual  report  of 
the  School  Board  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31, 
1929. 

In  considering  a  budget  for  the  ensuing  year,  we  find 
entirely  different  conditions  confronting  us  than  in  pre- 
vious years.  We  have  carefully  considered  the  needs  of  all 
sections  of  the  town,  and  have  only  recommended  the  things 
that  seem  very  necessary  and  advisable. 

Work  on  the  Winnepesaukee  road  has  been  completed, 
Drouin  bridge  has  been  rebuilt,  and  the  town  sheds  have 
been  remodelled. 

It  now  seems  advisable  to  turn  our  attention  to  the  per- 
manent improvement  of  the  Weirs  and  Gully  roads,  and 
to  start  operations  on  both  these  projects  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilford : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools.  As  this  report  is  necessarily  made  in  the  middle 
of  the  school  year,  it  covers  in  part  the  school  year  which 
ended  June  30,  1928,  and  also  the  first  half  of  the  current 
school  year  which  will  not  close  until  June  30,  next. 

The  following  table  will  make  it  easy  to  compare  certain 
records  or  statistics  of  the  last  school  year  with  those  of 
the  previous  year:

Five  pupils  completed  the  work  of  the  eighth  grade  last 
June  and  were  presented  with  proper  certificates  by  the 
school  board.    The  presentation  was  in  connection  with  the 
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usual  closing  exercises  participated  in  by  the  children  of  all 
the  schools  in  town.    The  following  is  the  class  list :

But  two  of  these  pupils,  Bernard  Rand  and  Alexander 
Mouton,  entered  high  school  in  September. 

Two  years  ago  there  were  fifteen  in  the  graduating  class. 
This  decrease  is  in  part  due  to  the  increased  number  of 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  from  Gilford  who  are  now 
attending  school  in  Laconia. 

Three  pupils  had  perfect  records  in  attendance  during 
the  last  school  year — namely,  Alexander  Mouton  of  the 
Intervale  and  Flora  Davis  and  Margaret  Davis  of  Lily 
Pond.  A  perfect  attendance  is  possible  only  when  the  child 
has  good  health  and  persistency  and  there  is  strong  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  parent. 

During  the  summer  a  new  foundation  was  put  in  and 
the  Intervale  building  relocated  on  the  old  lot  in  accord- 
ance with  the  vote  at  the  school  meeting.  The  building 
was  repainted,  the  chimney  rebuilt  and  chemical  toilets 
installed.  The  total  expenditure  for  the  moving  and  im- 
provements was  $635.92.  This  building  now  needs  new 
blackboards  and  furniture  better  adapted  to  the  children. 

After  careful  consideration  the  school  board  decided  to 
try  the  experiment  of  closing  the  No.  12  School  and  send- 
ing the  children  to  the  Laconia  schools.  It  was  manifest 
that  the  children  would  receive  greater  opportunities  than 
could  possibly  be  given  them  at  No.  12.     It  would  mean 
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no  great  hardship  to  any.  All  lived  within  reasonable 
walking  distance  of  some  Laconia  or  Lakeport  school,  and 
in  not  a  few  instances  the  distance  was  not  materially 
greater  than  to  the  Gilford  school.  This  policy  was  put 
into  operation  with  the  opening  of  school  in  September.  As 
far  as  I  am  able  to  judge  it  is  working  out  well  for  the 
children,  and  this  is  of  course,  the  first  consideration.  There 
must  be,  also,  a  consideration  of  the  cost.  The  expenditure 
for  tuition  at  Laconia  for  these  children  who  would  other- 
wise attend  the  No.  12  School  will  be  a  little  less  than  the 
salary  last  year  of  the  teacher.  There  is  the  additional 
saving  in  the  matter  of  fuel,  janitor  and  supplies.  The 
financial  advantage  seems  to  be  clear. 

Miss  Helene  Martin  was  transferred  from  the  No.  12 
School  to  Lily  Pond.  Miss  Mary  Brackett,  who  had  taught 
at  Lily  Pond  for  some  time  resigned  in  June.  Both  Miss 
Helen  Clow  and  Miss  Alice  Clow  also  resigned  as  teachers 
in  June.  Miss  Margaret  Corbin,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Normal  and  an  experienced  teacher,  was  secured  for  the 
Village.  The  school  board  had  considered  the  closing  of 
the  No.  Nine  School,  but  conditions  did  not  seem  to  war- 
rant this.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Mary  G. 
Coffey  of  Lowell,  a  graduate  of  Lowell  Normal,  for  this 
position.
